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TKE  BRITISH  APPLE  MEKST 


A  slight  downward  tendency  is  noticeable  in  most  of  the  prices 
quoted  on  barreled  apples  on  the  Liverpool  auction  on  Wednesday,  Febr^aary 
5,  but  prices  on  boxed  apples  tended  upward,  according  to  Quotations  cabled 
to  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  by  Mr.  Edwin 
Smith,  the  I^epartment '  s  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe.     Barreled  apples  in 
general  were  in  poor  to  variable  condition  but  boxed  stock  was  in  good 
condition. 

Good  condition  York  Imperials  from  Virginia  ranged  from  $7.06  to 
$7.42  against  $7.30  to  $7.42  last  week  for  U.S.  IJo.  1,  2|  inch  stock.  Only 
light  supplies  of  Yorks  were  available  but  much  of  the  fruit  i,7as  badly 
scalded.     Fruit  packed  in  shredded  oil  paper,  however,  was  practically  free 
of  scald.    Liberal  supplies  of  Virginia  Albemarle  Pippins  were  available 
for  the  auction.    U.  S.  No.  1,  2|-  inch  stock  in  good  condition  ranged  from 
$7.79  to  $8.52  against  $7.30  to  $8.27  last  week.    The  demand  was  only  moder- 
ate, however,  and  in  general  there  were  too  many  low  grade  Pippins  on  the 
market.    Virginia  Winesaps  were  also  in  liberal  supply.    These  met  viith  a 
good  demand  but  at  slightly  lower  prices  than  those  prevailing  last  week. 

Boxed  apples  in  general  met  with  an  active  demand  throughout  the 
sale.    Supplies  were  light,  particularly  red  varieties.    The  first  Washington 
Vmesaps  available  in  the  auction  for  several  weeks  were  actively  competed 
for  and  ranged  from  $3.28  to  $3.41  per  box  for  Extra  Fancy  150/l63/l75  fruit. 
The  same  size  and  grade  of  Rome  Beautys  also  ranged  from  $3.28  to  $3.41  per 
box.    Extra  Fancy  Yellow  Newtowns  from  the  Bedford  district  in  Oregon  ranged 
from  $3.10  to  4>3.41  per  box  for  the  150/l63/l75  sizes. 

Prices  quoted  in  the  Copenhagen  market  on  Tuesday  indicate  an  improv- 
ing market  there  for  boxed  stock,  according  to  Mr.  Smith.     Washington  Wine- 
saps  sold  at  from  $3.04  to  $3.10  per  box  against  $2.85  to  $2.92  the  preced- 
ing week.     Oregon  Yellow  Newtowns  brought  from  $2.98  to  $3.04  against  $2.86 
to  $2.98  the  week  previous.
